While members of the staff, which in­ 
clu d es certain of the lead ing members 
of the Day ton Med ical fraternity are 
reticent, it is d eclared they relinqu ish­ 
ed their posts owing 
to “intolerable 
cond itions and the erratic natu re of 
Dr. McClellan.” 
It is intimated fu r 
ther that all members will retu rn to 
their posts “when Dr. McClellan re­ 
signs or is remov ed .” 
Phy sicians forming the consu lting 
staff of the state institu tion are Drs. 
M. H. Hatcher, P. H. Kilbou rne, Grant 
Marthens, F. C. Fishbein, H. H. Wil­ 
liams, C. A lhle. Bened ict Olch, P. C. 
West, 
W. C. Breid enbach, 
E. 
W. 
Shank. W. H. Ded seamp and C 
M. 
Ginn. 
Dr. G*nn resigned sev eral d ay s 
ago, bu t d eclined to giv e any ”eason 
for his action. 
Dr. McClellan 
said 
he “was too 
bu sy 
taking care 
of the state’s 
pa­ 
tients to pay any attention to the ac­ 
tion of the staff members.” 
He d e­ 
clared that when he assu med charge 
two y ears ago he fou nd sev eral con­ 
su l tants on the staff. 
The staff was 
au gmented , as the popu lation of the 
institu tion mou nted to 1.30. 
He d e­ 
clared the principal trou ble wai d u e 
to the manner in which su rgical work 
was performed and fees lev ied , which 
often prov ed to be a hard ship u pon 
relativ es of the inmates. 
The su perintend ent said that bo d is- 
charged three of the staff members 
bu t d eclined to giv e their names 
He 
say s they hav e fomented the trou ble 
which cu lminated in the resignation 
of the entire staff. 
“There is malice and spite back of 
this,” be said . “I will welcome a com­ 
plete 
inv estigation by 
the gov ernor 
and welfare d irector and hope they 
will come 
here to see what we hare 
d one for the insane. They may bo im­ 
pressed with the need of more nu rses. 
At the preseat we hav e bu t one pro­ 
fessional nu rse and sev eral who are 
not -trained . 
The pay is insu fficient.” 
The resignation of staff members 
was sent to John E. Harper, Colu mbu s 
state health d irector, and has not been 
acted u pon. 


Mr. Harper left on a fishing *rip to 
Lake Erie Tu esd ay and no a ctio n proh 
ably will bo taken in the matter u n­ 
til after bis retu rn Frid ay . 
Dr. C. M. Ginn, the twelfth member

The consu lting staff is an estab 
Ushment of Dr. McClellan and has 
no official stand ing with the institu ­ 
tion. 

The members receiv e 
no pay from the state. 
A copy of the letter to Mr. Harper 
also was sent to t He State Civ il Sen v ice 
commission. 


The letter, sigr ed by the 11 phy si 
eians, states that “cond itions at th? 
hospital, d u ring the incu mbency of Dr. 
McClellan,.are sc d iscou raging and in­ 
tolerable that it is impossible for the 
work of the v isiting staff to be car­ 
ried on with any d egree of efficiency 
or sat'sfact'on 


“There has been gross mismanage­ 
ment and lnek of cooperation cn the 
part of the su perintend ent as well as 
d iscou rteou s and u nfair attitu d e to­ 
ward sev eral members of the v isiting 
staff. 


“We feel shat Dr McClellan’s con 
d u ct has been u nbecoming that of a 


.su perintend ent a phy sician and a man 
and d o not feel ju stified in cant mix ­ 
ing ou r relations with him.

“We inv ite a ihoro inv estigation of 
ihe cond itions.” 
The Civ il Serv ice commission, it is 
.u nd erstood , will take no action in the 
m atter u ntil Mr. Harper has taken 
; action on the charges. 
Dr. McClellan is u nd er civ il serv ice 
protection and cou ld not be remov ed 
; by Mr. Harper, if the d irector ¡shou ld

the majority of farmers believ in g that 
the regu lar field corn , takin g ev ery ­ 
thin g in to con sideration , can be more 
profitably han dled than some special 
en silage v ariety that grows more for­ 
age an d less grain per acre. 
Larger Amount of Water. 
There is n o dou bt bu t silage made 
from en silage corn con tain s a larger 
amou n t of water than that made from 
field corn . 
In other words, that the 
former is more su ccu len t than the lat­ 
ter or that it con tain s less dry matter 
per pou n d or i**r ton . 
On the other 
han d, en silage corn produ ces a larger 
ton n age than field corn an d the q u es­ 
tion arises whether the greater ton ­ 
n age con tain in g less dry matter per 
on is more econ omical for the dairy

feren ce in y ield of the two kin ds of 
corn was large en ou gh so that en ­ 
silage corn prov ed the more profitable.

There is an other factor aside from 
y ield per acre to he con sidered in con ­ 
n ection with this problem of whether 
to plan t en silage or field corn for the 
silo.

London.—Sir Everard Hambro, a di­ 
rector of the Bank of England, who 
died recently at the age of eighty - 
three, was owner of one of the larg­ 
est residences in the world, hut he 
never called It a palace or a castle, 
preferring it to be known alway s mere­ 
ly as his home. 
The Hambro London banking firm 
was known to the neighbors as Mil­ 
lion abbey , getting its name from the 
fact that originally it was a monas­ 
tery . 
it was remodeled many y ears 
ago by Sir Everard and, taking in all 
the old nooks of the ancient buildings, 
was found to have about 26 0 rooms. 
Sir Everard was ex tremely simple 
in his tastes, and one of his favorite 
remarks to his intimate friends was 
that his home contained about 255 
rooms more than he required. 
Outside of bis library , the favorite 
haunt of Sir Everard was the base­ 
ment. 
Here he had fix ed up a work­ 
shop, and passed many hours each day 
pottering with hammers and saws and 
other tools used by workers in wood. 
The banker frequently remarked that 
he had alway s, in a way , regretted 
that lie had not been a cabinet-maker 
by trade. 
The Hombro London banking Arm 
of which Sir Everard was the head, 
contained some of the finest financial 
traditions of the last century . 
The 
company 
assisted materially in 
the 
reconstruction of Italy after the flnnn- 
, ciul disaster which overtook that coun­ 
try in the day s of Napoleon.
